Beat the whites of four eggs tc 
a stiff froth, and add four ounces oi 
sugar (powdored,) Cover a board with 
white paper, drop the beaten egg on it 
by fablcspoonfuls, place them un the 
stove for half an hour, then brown 
slightly in oven. Remove soft part 
when cold and place one-half a peai-li 
in the cavity. Cover with whipped 
cream.—Good Clieer. 


HINTS WORTH HEEDING. 


How to Save CoiiBlderable Trouble Wltli 
Young Farm Stock. 


Young animals should all have a turn 


in. the winter of being held and l,ied. 
This tutoring accustoms thorn to »p- 
proach without fright and to be caught 
readily. They should be broken to the 
halter. We had more trouble from 
neglecting one calf than it would have 
taken to train several. This calf was 
born unexpectedly one day in the 
woods, where its mother hid it, and as 
is natural at Such times, the calf v/sif 
like K wild animal, timid and more.' 
nervous than if it had not been oared, 
for by its mother according to her in- 
stincts. This little thing was taught to 
drink and kept with the other calves, 
and : got along very well till it was 
turned out to grass in spring, when it' 
seemed to go back to a wild state, aiid 
would run and tear around at the ap- 
proach of any person. All the other 
calves handled in winter were gentle 
and' easily approached; this one had 
been neglected. 


It was caught at last and tied in the 


door yard, where it hooked and struck 
out with all its strength, jumped and 
rushed around as if mad; some people 
thought 'it was. An old farmer said 
calves /born, and then hid by their 
mothers were always wild; never couW 
do an'y thing with them. He seemed 
to be right so far as this calf was con- 
cerned, notwithstanding all attempts 
made to tame it. At last came this 
idea of making it gentle by putting it 
with two young bulls which were 
models of docility, and letting it learn 
by example, and this plan had the de- 
sired result It is an excellent plan to 
catch and hold a little colt and lift it 
fi'om the ground. A few such lessons 
will cause it to yield when caught 01- 
confined after it gets larger. A bit of 
trouble of this kind will also make a 
lamb gentle, and this is especially de- 
sirable with a buck, which should be 
broken to lead and to be tied, and the 
time to do it is when young and suck- 
ling. —F. Danforth

A Durable Trough. 


Dig a pit a trifle lower than the 


trough desired, fill it with cobblestones 
and grout it with cement This malies 
a firm bottom. The sides are made by 
fixing on this a box as large aa desired 
for the inside of the trough, with a crib 
around it, leaving space about a foot 
inside, between which is 'filled with 
iton.es and -grouted with cement the 
same as the bottom. As soon as it is 
set the box is removed, water is let in 
and the whole hardens, and is a water- 
tight cistern. A bit of gas-pipe laid in 
the bottom from the lowest corner fur- 
nishes a waste pipe, where the trough 
Dan be emptied and cleaned, and a sim- 
tar pipe for overflow at the top is all 
that is needed, except a plank rim 
around the top to prevent crumbling 
the edges. A cistern like this, to hold 
lix barrels, took three barrels of 
cement to make it. The barn cellar or'

new trial In the Fred Roth murder case 
waj yesterday morning overruled by 
Juds:e Nicholas. After carefully review- 
Ing the case before him, the jndte asked 
Roth if be had any thing to say why sen- 
tence should not be passed upon him. He 
replied, in a flrm and audible voice, that 
he would ask the court tbe privilege of re- 
maining in the county jail nntil the time 
of execution. The court said he would 
grant his request so far as he could In ac- 
cordance with the law. He then pro- 
nounced the sentence that he should be 
taken to the county Jail, and be there con- 
fined nntil Fridav, the second day of 
December, 1887, when ho should be taken 
thence to tbe Ohio State penitentiary at 
Columbus, and there remain until the 16th 
day of March, 1888, when he sbonld be 
hung by the neck until he was dead. He 
bore the ordeal with wonderful fortitude, 
and reemed perfectly resigned to bis fate. 
This ends one of the most brutal murder 
records in the annals of Wayne County.

Chief Justice Waits Receive! an In- 
ternal Machine in His Mail. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. i.—A bold, audaci- 


ous attempt was made lost evening to 
blow up Cliief Justice Walte with what has 
the appearance ot an infernal machine. 
The machine was delivered to him at halt- 
post sir o'clock by special post-offlcs mail 
messenger boy, Jos. P. Hickey. The box, 
which. Is an ordinary whits box of the 
kind In which valentines are sent, is 
about s'x inches wide by eight inchei 
long, an d about half an inch in depth. It 
had printed on one end, "Beauties ot Ten- 
nvson," and on the corners was ad- 
dros^e'l: "To Hon. Chief Justice Waite, 
No. 141 I street N. W., Washington, D. 
C. Important papers." 


The box had on It five 2-oent stamps and 


a special delivery stamp. The number of 
the Bpecial delivery was No. 2,8">2, and the 
box was postmarked Washington, No- 
vember 3, 8:80 p. m. The box contained a 
glass tuba in the shape of a syphon, about 
eig'it inches long and bent about three 
Inches from the end. The tube is three- 
eighths of an inch In diameter, and the 
hole about the size of an ordinary per- 
cussion gun-cap. 
About an inch and

ins for ono and one-fourth inches, on 
top of which is another can, to this cap is 
attiio! fd a small wire, and to that Is at- 
tached a second wire. This second wire 
way attached to the top of the box by a 
hook fastened to the top of the box. The 
renuiinder of the tube contains a dark-col- 
ored liquid. Around the shorter end of 
the tube is a wrapping of white paper, 
held in nosition by mucilage, the contents 
of

unknown.

Chief-Justice

box 
he 
immediately 
opened 


it. By providential dispensation the wire 
which was fastened to the top of the box 
hn d become detached and the lid was re* 
mi-veil without pressing upon the cap. It 
is supposed that in stamping the box, 
which alwavs occasions a jar, the wire 
had become detached, thus savins the life 
of the Chief Justice. The police were short- 
ly afterwa'-d notified of the receipt of th,« 
alleged infernal machine, and it is now 
at police headquarters in this city. The 
police cln in to have some knowledge of 
the mailing of the box, and sav that a 
mnn was seen about 4 p. m. addressing 
the box to the Chief Justice in the city 
post-office. They have no accurate de- 
scription of the man, and beyond the 
tnts stated can give no further informa- 
tion. 


Sound Logic and Good Advice. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—General Benet, 


ch'ef of ordnance of the army, in bis an- 
nual report savs: 
"It is not necessary 


to enter into a discussion of the necessity 
for-sea coast armamentnor of the possibil- 
ity of further dlsbandment of armies and 
tbe settlement of international contro- 
versies with the pen instead of the sword. 
What may be in the near or distant 
future in this regard the most astute 
otatesman can not divine. Our dealings, 
however, are with the immediate present, 
and if the recurrence of wars are 
likely to follow ample preparation, Europe 
in aims would seem to indicate that 
thn cloys of peaceful arbitration have not 
yet been reached. It can hardly be 
recommended that while waiting for this 
future possibility our shores should con- 
tinue unguarded and at the mercy of the 
most insignificant belligerent, Rama and 
torpedoes and dynamite guns are power- 
ful auxilitt'-ins in harbor defense, but the 
war conditions yet obtaining will not 
di*penso with the hard hammering of 
heavy shot moving with high velocity, 
because these auxiliaries themselves need 
protection and of tbe most perfect char- 
actor. The dynamite guns of with a lim- 
ited runge can not be left'to the mercies 
of much longer reaching guns of the ene- 
my's sbips. The attacking ships must be 
kept at a distance by heavy guns and 
long range mortars, the comparatively 
low cost of mortars enabling us to com- 
pensate by numbers for .any lack of ac- 
curacy of fire. As a projectile .force gun- 
powder vet stands supreme. It strikes 
its terrific blows at long distances, its 
arm reaches many miles. It plants its 
blows with unerring certainty. We can 
not dispense with such a force so readily 
handled,30 thoroughly understood. Heavy 
cannon are a necessity, and must be pro- 
vided, 
and our 
unprotected 
coasts 


demand that they be of the moat approved 
quality; cannon of steel have been adopt- 
ed by the world after most thorough and 
satisfactory experiments and trial; can-, 
non that will place this Nation upon -an 
equality with the most powerful. It will 
cost money, but not more than tho loss to 
the cities of New York and Brooklyn from 
one day's bombardment. At this time no 
balf-way measures will do. Cougresi 
•hould decide, and decide at once. An- 
other year ought not to pass without a 
stated and well-defined policy In regard 
to tbe National defense. Such progress 
has been made in ordnance work m this 
country 
that demonstrates that the 


largest and best guns can be produced." 


General Benet commends the dyna- 


mite gun and projectile, and recommends 
large appropriations 
for mortars and 


heavy ordnance.

Important land Decision. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—Secretary Lamar 


yesterday rendered a decision which will 
in elTect tend to qniet the title to a great 
deal of land in California selected by the 
State as indemnity school lands. The 
case came up upon the appeal of D. C. 
Powell from the decision ot the Commis- 
sioner of the General Land Office holding 
the indemnity selections conformed to the 
remedial action of March 1, 1877.

BOLD TRAIN ROBBERY. 


An Express on the Denver & Bio 


Grande Held TJp by 


Four Hen. 


They Rifle the Mails' but Fail to Open 


the Express Safes—The Pas- 


sengers Not Molested. 


GUNNISON, Col., Nov. 4.—Tbe east-bound 


train from Salt Lake on the Denver & Rio 
Grande road was held up by four masked 
robbers about foor o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing at a lonely spot about five miles east 
of Grand Junction. 
At that point the 


road runs close to the Gunnison river, 
wilh a steep bank some two hundred feet 
high alongside of it. 
The engineer saw 


obstructions ahead, and as lie brought his 
train under control he saw four men on 
the track. 
They called to him to "Get 


down rut of there," which command they 
repeated to the mail agent and express 
mesnenper. 
Two of tha robbers went 


through tbe mail and express cars, getting 
twenty-three reg'stered letters from ths 
mail. The express cars carry locked safes, 
which only certain agents on the road can 
open, and the messengers nre in ignorance 
of the combination. As the safes are se- 
curely bolted to the cars the robbers conld 
neither open nor remove them, hence they 
captured no express money. 


The conductor of the train, who had 


considerable money on his person, hid 
while 1he robbers held the tra'n after 
quietly sending a brakeman back to 
Grand Jtinction to give tbe alarm. Prom 
that point information was quickly sent 
both ways. The engineer had some three 
hundred dollars with him which he threw 
among his coal in tbe tender and thus 
saved it. 
The thieves held the train Hfty 


min'ites, and then after removing the ob- 
structions permitted it to proceed. None' 
of the passengers were disturbed. 
The 


authorities are active, nnd it is thought 
the parties will be caught, as the country 
affords little, opportunity for secreting 
them. This is the first attempt at train 
robbery on the Rio Grande road.
